Experiments by Dr. J.'F. Davidson 
of the University of British Columbia 
have resulted in the discovery of a 
process of distilling sawdust waste by 
means of which tar, a light oil, ace- 
tate of lime ahd charcoal are obtain- 


ed. 
duced = by , distillation carried 
through a pipe*®uine inches in diame- 
ter and twenty feet long. In the pipe 
is an electrically charged wire, which 
catises precipitation of the heavy par- 
ticles of tar, ‘The tar, forty gallons 
for each rd of wood distilled, is of 
medium consistency and marketable. 
The light oil, obtained in a waiter 
condenser, is immediately marketable 
for ore refining, and the yield is 
twelve gallons to the cord of wood. 
Eighty pounds of acetate of lime are 
obtained for the pyroligneous acid of 
each cord of wood. Nine hundred 
pounds of charcoal, are in the final 
yield.

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PARCELS FOR PRISONERS 
OF WAR 


The Post Office Department has been 
notified by the British Post Office that 
many parcels sent from Canada to 
prisoners of war in Germany are being 
received in London in a damaged con- 
dition, so that frequently they have 
to be repacked before they can be for- 
warded to Holland for transmission 
to Germany. The British Post Office 
adds that in most cases the damage 
appears to be due to the fact that the 
parcels were inadequately packed by 
the senders. 

The public are warned, {herefore, 
that parcels for prisoners of War, un- 
less they are very strongly packed,

The British authorities advise that | 
parcels for prisoners of war in Ger- | 
many must not be wrapped in linen, 
or any other textile

Parcels posted in Canada for prison- 
ers of war in Germany which have not | 
been adequately packed by the send- 
ers will not be forwarded but will be 
returned to the senders, as the British | 
Post Office has notified the Depart- 
ment that parcels which are inade- 
quately packed must be returned to 
the senders.

Since the above. regulations 
were sent out, another order 
has ‘been issued which states 
that after Dec. Ist. no parcels 
can be sent to individuals, who | 
are prisoners of war in Ger- 
many, but will be distributed 
generally by the Red Cross.
